Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-3, 6-8, 10-12 and 15-22 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not teach or suggest, "wherein the integrated 
module further includes an electronics unit for regulation of the generator and diagnosis of 
the generator" in combination with the remaining limitations of independent claims 1 and 19. 
Claims 2, 3, 6-8, 10-12 and 15-18 depend from 1 and are allowable for the same reasons. Claims 
20-22 depend from 19 and are allowable for the same reasons.
